$. Let every candidate for the ministry re- 
solve that he will spend at least three years io 
aclose and devoted theological study as he 
possibly can. No longer think of deluding your 
selves, or of deluding the church with half a- 
course, and even that clipped and abridged 
Take time. Dig deep. Lay a good foundation. 
It is always the best economy, of time, in the 
end, 
4. Pay daily and hourly attention to the disci- 
pline of your temper aud manvers, If this mat- 
ter be neglected, all your other attainments will 


i MISSION AT MALACCA. ; 
The London Missionary Chronicle copteing 
a brief account of the proceedings of the Eng- 
lish missionaries at Malacca, during the year 
ending July 10, 1524. It is stated, that at we 
morning and evening wors 
the Anglo-Chinese College, about 40 person at~ 
teod; and in addition to these, in the morning, 
about 70 Chinese youths from the Fuhkeen 
school. The number of students in the College 
is 28, who are making a good proficiency ia 
the knowledge of Christianity. There ere con- 
nected with the mission 8 schools, seven 
which are Chinese. and contain upwards of 200 
scholars, which 1s twice the number that had at- 





be of little value. Coarse or vulgar manners may, 
aud doubtless, in many situatiens, totally intei- 
tere with clerical usefulness. A clerical disci- 
ple of Chesterfield isto be despised and detested. 
But aclergyman who is not a Christian genile- 
m@i ought to be remitted to his instructors. 

5. Let your aims be high; not for the attain- 
ment of places or tities; but for the most exalted 
ministerial excellence. Say not—‘‘l can never! 
be a thorough divine; I can never make a good 
speaker.” If you willreally aim high io this | 
respect, al) take time and pains euough, you 
will gain your object. Be not discouraged 
though the way to that object appear to rise be- 
fore you as a mountain. Before patient toil, 
with the Divine blessing, it will “become a 
plaio.” 

6. Study to make the best use of the Society 

which you enjoy here. He who does not de- 
rive great advantage from the fraternal inter- 
course of a number of theological students, must 
be grievously wanting to himself. Ifthe collis- 
ion and competition which it affords, do aot kin- 
dle up many adatent talent, aod excite many a 
‘e affuction, there is certainly sia some 
where. 
7. Let perfect punctuality in attending to all 
your plans and engagemeuis mark your course 
inthe Seminary. Io every public institution 
tuere must be a plan of study. Wehave a plan 
here. Now, untess every student can bring 
himself habitually aed rigidly to act upon a pian, 
ind upon our plan, he had better study in pri- 
vate than in this place. 

8. Suller yourselves;to make no engagements 
while here, which will interiere with close and 
eilectual study. You have come hither to pur 
sue your studies with a view to the Gospel mi- 

istry. Never lose sight of this fora moment. 
Aud while you embrace every opportunity of 
doing good to all arou.d you, never engage, 
even in plaos for doing ood, in a way, or to af 
extent, which will mater ally interfere with tue 
great purpose for which you have resorted 

isschool ofthe Prophets. Many things may 
ve your duty in other places, and at some future 
time, Which are not your duty now and here. 


9. The object of this lecture will not be gain- 
d, unless some of your number shall resolve, not 
only to go through a complete course of three 
years lu this Institution, but also to extend the time 
of your ;emaining here, one or two years long- 
er, for ihe purpose of making far higher atiaiu- 
meats thao are common. Ifthe religious pub 
lic could see a few of our youth taking this 
course, and appareatly resolving to be thorough 
divines, they would, no doubt, be excited to es 
tablish in Our semjnary, what seem not yet to 
nave beea thought of—I mean theological fellow 
ships. We have scholarships in considerable 
uumbers, for the use of those who are pursuing 
wi may be called the ordinary course; but no 
Fellowships, for the support of such as wish to 
remain louger and go further, Let the Church 
only see that such Foundations are desired and 
needed—that is, that some ingenious and pious 
youth are disposed to avail themselves of them 
—and we shall soon have them established. 

10. Ifyou wish to serve the Church with 
either acgeptance or comfort, take cure of your 
health. really appears as if the health of a 
greateMportion of young ministers failed them 
vow, thaifa a century ago. Perhaps I ought 
to have mentioned thie among the reasons of 
the recent depreciation of ministerial eminence 
and usefulness. However this may be, make 
concience of taking care of your health. And 
no diligeat student can expect to preserve his 
health in any tolerable degree, without strict 
temperance;—rigid attention every day to the 
state of his body ;—a large amount of gentle ex- 
ercise in the open air; aud constantly guarding 
against pursuing study, at any ee and espe 
cially at night, to the point of faSgue, much less 
of exhaustioa. 


11. Finally; Let every candidate for the holy 
ministry resolve that, by the grace of God, he 
will, for himself, do all io his power fer raising 
aod adoroing the ministerial character. Let 
each one, henceforth resolve thus, and act ec- 
cordingly, and all will be well. And may he 
who has the hearts of all fesh ia his bands, so 
govern and guide your mods, and so preside 
over your studies as that you may all be**work- 





tended in any former year. In all these schoole 
Christian books are used, and are taken home 
by the scholars, and read in many instances, by 
their parents.

which thesé evils prevail in any district of coun 

try, the inhabitants are found indisposed to pro- 
cure and properly use the necessary means ol re- 
ligious information and change of character and 
conduct. Almost all classes of society at present 
feel a deep interest in the subject of canals and thi 

proceedings of legislatures in reference to them. 
‘These things employ their thoughis, engross 
their conversation, ad consume much of their 
time; and they, consequently, do not fail to pro- 
cure the means of information in respect to them. 
But while it is freely admitted that a moderate and 
subordivate atteation to these things is not repre- 
hensible, it may be pertinently inquired, and ought 
to be serious'y answered, where are the professed

_Uhe Rev. James C. Crane was born in the state 
of New-Jersey, Jan. 12th, 1794. The circumstances 
of his early life were such that he was put to trade; 
but under no circumstances, however disadvanta- 
geous, could piety and inte!lect like his be conceal- 
ed. God had early called him; and while yet a 
lad, his devotedness to Christ and his talent in 
prayer and religious conference were such thath 
aitracted the notice of friends, whointroduced him 
to the Missionary Society of New-York, as one 
eminently gifted for service intheir cause. They 
wisely adopted him as their son, and provided 
him such an education as they thought competent 
for the labours to which they designed him In 
1817 he was commissioned as their missionary 
among the Tuscarora Indians, where he continu- 
ed nearly seven years, and his labours were greal- 
ly blessed. In September, 1824, his resiguation 
48 4 missionary was accepted; and he was appoint- 
ed a General Agent for the United Foreign Mis 
sionary Society. In this difficult office he labour- 
ed with unusual ability end success. You your 
selves can well recollect the force and eloquence 
With which he advocated the cause of the poor In- 
dians; and how ably he refuted all opposers, and 
kindled the zeal of the friends of missionary efforts 
'n his agency he continued till May last, when he 
was unanimously elected Corresponding Secreta- 
ry of the Society, whose cause he had so materi- 
ally benefited. His peculiar ability to judge on 
all such questions led the Board to send him as 
one of their commissioners in September last, to 
take incipient steps fo» uniting this Society with 
the American Board of Commissioners for For- 
eign Missions. 
this appointment with entire acceptance, he was 
sent to visit the missionary stations in the West, 


Ohio, near the borders of L. Erie. At each of the 
stations which he visited in his journey, he intro- 
duced important improvements, combining econo 
my with efficiency and usefulness. But the task 
was arduous‘and laborious; an! in accomplishing 
it, through many privations, he laid the foundation 
of that disease which terminated his useful life. 
And useful it was expected still to be, though in 
somewhat of a new sphere. His distinguighed ta- 
tents as a public man had attracted the attention 
of the American Bible Society, and as the 
Missionary Board under which he had heen act- 
ing was about to be merged in another, the Man- 
agers of the Bible Society unanimously appointed 
him their Assistant Secretary, exactly one week 
before his death. T shall not soon forget the ea- 


the appointment, he exclaimed-“I thank the Lord, 
that now, after along absence and a somewhat 
painful journey, he has opened before me a field, 
in which I can labour for him with all my strength 
and yet live in the bosom of my little family.” A- 
las, how little do the best of us know whata day may 
bring forth!

h@Baid, “I feel like a dying man, who has not la-1 
boured so faithfully as he ought, and yet still hopes 
through infinite mercy and free grace to be per- 
mitted to enter into heaven, and to be where my 
Jesus is —But O, how mysterious the providence! 
The fields are white, the labourers are few. Ihave 
done little— just beginning—and now am going.— 
lhe Lord’s will be done.” 

During the hours of delirium his mind dwelt 
much on the heathen, his labours ‘amongst them, 
his busy and perplexing missions and agency; and 
sometimes his mind was evidently disturbed and 
full of gloom—but then he would wake up from 
that dream of dissolving nature in a short, connect- 
ed, suitable, ardent prayer, and for a little while he 
would seem refreshed. Nothing could be more 
deeply interesting than the exercises of his mind, 
even when under the influence of delirium; and as 
he occasionally and frequently woke up from it, a 
deep sense of sinfulness and unworthiness, of frailty 
and faithlessness, would sometimes predominate, 
at another time a confidence in God's government 
prevailed, and then it was all satisfaction. Some- 
times his life and labours, his self-denials and trials 
would occur as so many evidences of his faith in 
Christ, and his mind rested in. confidence that he 
belonged to Christ. There was such a mixture of 
humility and confidence, of faith and apprehension, 
of piety, love, and self-avasement, of strong, con 
sistent, ardent devotion, as has seldom been witness- 
ed in a dying man. Such were his exercises of 
mind till the morning of the (2th, his birth-day, 
having just completed his 32d year, when at eight 
o’clock he fell asleep.” 

Brethren, we have but few such men to lose = 
Notwithstanding the disadvantages of his early 
life, and an education quite limited in general lite- 
rature, he was an extraordinary man. His mind 
was clear and comprehensive—his purposes cau- 
tiously formed, but firmly maintained—discour- 
sgements that would have appalled many only ex- 
cited him—and all was constantly under the influ 
ence of a piety that burned brighter and brighter 
unto the perfect day. But he is gone; and is now 
with Brainerd, Martyn, Parsons, and Owen, and 
others of a kindred spirit, who have fallen in the 
prime of their days, and in the height of their use- 
fulness. Nor let the friends of the Mission and 
Bible cause be discouraged by such deaths as his, 
and others of whichhis reminds us. This is God’s 
way of enlarging his kingdom in the world. He 
does it not only by the dudours of his most 4istin- 
guished servants, but also by their d/ood. So was 
it in the days of the apostles. Sois it now. The 
cause must still have its martyrs; and while we see 
that in the great contest with the powers of dark- 
ness, it is his will that hiscause should not triumph 
without some costly sacrifice, thanks to his name, 
“the residue of the Spirit is with him,” and he 
shows it. When he wafts his Elijahs to heaven in 
their chariots of fire, and leaves surviving prophets 
to exclaim “My father, my father! The chariot of 
Israel and the horsemen thereof,’ their mantles 
drop, and into their places he brings others willing 
to labour and to die as he commands. Oh, happy

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* MORTALITY IN NEWPORT. ‘ 

Extract of a letter, to the Editor, from Rey. 
Mr. Woods, containing an account of ceaths im 
Newport, NH. in 1825. 

Newport, Jan, 2, 1826. 

You have no doubt heard of the unusual sick- 
ness with which this town has been visited the 
past year. While other towns have enjoyed gen- 
eral health and some have been blessed with times 
of refreshing from the presence of the Lord, we 
have been visited with distressing and mortal 
sickness. My time for several mouths past has been 
principally devoted to visiting, conversing, and 
praylug with the sick and dyiog, and attending 
funerals, Never did I witness so distressing 
scenes, nor experience such a pressure of paro- 
chialduties. Inthe same house I have frequendy 
found three, four, and five laid upon sick beds, 
In general there has been a most ready and kind 
attention shown to the sick, by those in health, yet 
in some neighbourhoods it has been extremely dif- 
ficult to obtain nurses and watches. Sickness and 
death are always appalling; but when they thick- 
en around us, blighting our fairest hopes, and 
withering our dearest earthly joys, they appear 
clothed with unusual terror. dhe anxiety of those 
in health for their sick and dying frieuds, and in 
some instances of themselves in view of am ap- 
proachiug eternity, has been utterly indescribable. 
in others I have witnessed the calmness, peace and 
joy which result from faith and hope in the Great 
Redeemer. But in most cases reason has been so 
impaired as to force upon the mind the impression, 
a sick bed is a froor filace to prepare for death. In 
the opinion of our physicians there have been not 
less than ¢wo Aundred and fifty cases of fever in 
this town since the middle of August; twenty six 
of which have proved mortal. The sickness has 
now considerably abated. It is more than three 
weeks since we have heard the knell of death. Se- 
veral however yet remain sick, whose cases are 
considered doubtful. The whole number of deaths 
upon our bill of mortality for the past year is fifty 


ihe number of families whose bounds death has 
invaded, is 41. Into 7 families has he entered 
twice, and into two tifice. No age or sex 
fis escaped the ravages of the great destroyers 
Che tever, however, has proved most mortal among 
females between 20 and 40. 1 welve men have bu- 
ried their wives, and 5 women their husbands.— 
11 were members of the Congregational Church, 
and 3 or 4 belonged to the Baptist Church, By 
ihe removal of so many heads of families and va- 
luable members of society a great breach has been 
made among us. Many hearts have been filled 
with grief, and many families appear clad in gar- 
ments cf mourning. The scenes of the past year 
will be remembered with the tenderest emotions, 
while the present generation continues. ‘They will 
deeply affect the eternal state of many immortal 
gou's in this place. 

May the Lord pour out upon us his Holy Spiri:, 
and, by a powerful revival of pure and undefiled re- 
ligion, make us glad according to the days wherein

, ®,, our first page will be found a letter from M. 
Mollard Lefevre, an eminent merchant of Lyons, 
giving his reason for renouncing the Roman Ca- 
tholic and embracing the Protestant faith. 1t was 
printed first in the Courier Francais, a newspaver 
of the opposition, the whole edition of which was 
stopped at the post-office, and a suit commenced 
against the Editor by the Ultras. he resuit ot 
this suit is mot yet known. Another paper (the 
Constitutionne/) of more extensive circulation, Was 
prosecuted avout the same time on the charge thas 
the tendency of its columus were of a kind opposed 
to the Catholic faith. A great excitement was 
produced on the occasion, and so large was Lic 
crowd in the court that it was fuund necessary Lo 
introduce soldiers to preserve order. ihe Editor 
was defended by WW. Dusin ia an eloquent and ir- 
umphant mauner, and bursts of applause were oc- 
casionally heard from the audience, so that the 
speaker was obliged to appeal to them to desist, 
in order that he might go furward, ihe Eaicor of 
the Constiiutionnel was acquitted. 

France presents at this ume much to interest the

Af 
ter depicting the evils of intemperance in the 
most glaring colours, the author inquires what 
remedy is to be appiied by the sober part of the 
community; aud answers; 1. That the friends ot 
ref rmcan regulate, by fixed rules, their own use 
of spirituous liquors, and iideed entirely abstain, 
which is the safest course, 2. That they can, by 
fixed rules, withhold spirituous liquor from others, 
as, from notorious drunkards—irom those who 
hold a middle place between sirict temperance 
and gross intemperance—from children, who are 
frequently ruined by the false tenderness of pa- 
rents in affording them the delicious poison—and 
from the social circle, as some families of great 
influence and worth have done. 3. They may em- 
ploy a man of proper qualifications, who shail 
make it the business of his life to oppose the com 
mon enemy—to write, talk, and preach upon the 
subject, and prevail upon others to do the same.- 
Every person of serious reflection, who beholds 
the widely spreading derolations of intemperance 
in our beloved country, will) cordially approve of 
the means of reform proposed in this Essay, and 
cheerfully co-operate with others in carrying them 
into effect. We have so frequently called ine at- 
tention of our readers to the multiplied and hor 
rid evils of inteMperate drinking, that probably 
some may think that any thing additional on this 
subject is superfluous; but this can never be true 
while the evil prevails and gains ground, and the 
sober part of the community are not sufficiently 
awake to a sense of duty in reference to the de- 
structive enemy of all thatis dear to man, nor stre- 
nuously engaged in arresting his deadly progress.

The Managers of the House of Refuge, or the 
Society for\the Reformation of Juvenile Delin- 
quents in the City of New-York, have made their 
annual report to the Legislature; from which it 
appears that, though the mstitution has been open 





only twelve months, it has more than fulfilled the 
anticipations of its most sanguine friends. The 
whole number of subjects received is 73; these 
were destitute, abandoned, depraved children, ta- 
ken from the haunts of vice and wickedness, in 
the perpetration of crime. 
the institution has, almost without exception, giv- 


ters and morals, and will probably reform a great 
portion of the young persons committed to the 
care of the Managers.

Vo firune orchard trecs,—The object in pruning 
young trees is to forma proper head. The shoots 
may be pruned in proportion to their lengths, cut 
ting clean away such as cross one another, and fan- 
ning the tree out towards the extremities on all 
sides; hereby keeping it equally poised, and fit to 
resist the effect of strong winds. When it is 
Wished to throw a young tree into a bearing state, 
which shouid not be thought of, however, soone: 
than the third or fourth year after planting, the 
leading branches should be very little shortened— 
the lower and side branches not at all, nor should 
the knife be used, unless to cut out such shoots as 
crossone another. The season fur pruning or- 
chards is generally winter or early in the spring. 
A weak tree ought to be pruned directly afier the 
fall of the leaf. To prune in autumn strengthens a 
plant, and will bring the blossom buds more for- 
ward: to cut the wood late in spring tends to 
check a plant, and isone of the remedies for ex- 
cessive luxuriance,
